It is pretty generally known that great progress has 
been made in combating tuberculosis. And to whom' goes 
the credit? 

Organized, concerted effort, guided by the National 
Tuberculosis Association, has done a very fine job in re- 
search and in preventing spreading of the dread disease. 
The public, it's true, has furnished the resources— the sinews 
of war to fight the tremendous battle— while the Associa- 
tion has supplied the information, the inspiration and the 
leadership, without which the funds would not have been 
forthcoming and the results tragic indeed. 

While the line has been held and the enemy checked, 
the danger is not past. But the organized forces arc still on 
the alert. 

Continuing their aggressive activities, the National Tu- 
berculosis Association has launched its annual Christmas 
Seal campaign. The Louisville office, headquarters for this 
area, has started mailing the colorful little decorative seals, 
with which a supporting public has become SO familiar. 
Not only a means of support for the worthy cause, but a 
general reminder as well, these little tokens again go forth 
on their annual mission for humanity. 

Latest statistics show the continued need for keeping 
up the fight for health on this level. There is much more 
remaining to be done. Current estimates indicate that 250,000 
Americans have active TB, 100,000 of them known to health 
authorities. In addition, there are 1,750,000 people with in- 
active TB, and 550.000 of them are still in need of medical 
supervison or public health follow-up. It is said that 55,- 
000,000 Amercans— one third of the population— are infected 
with the germs that cause TB. Some 2.700,000 of this great 
body of our countrymen will develop TB in their lifetime, 
if the present rate of development of disease from infection 
continues. 

Early diagnosis and immediate treatment are essential 
in efforts to control TB. Education of the public and con- 
tinued research are other vital weapons in the war. support 
of which depends on the Christmas Seal Sale success. 
Through this means the public contributes in behalf of 
the safety of its own local community, since 94 per cent of 
the money raised remains within the state. 



"THE MORE WE GET TOGETHER"

This time it's Farm-City Week; its observance to take 
place during the Thanksgiving season, ending November 
28. To bring about better understanding between rural and 
urban peoples is its purpose.

This 
was insured by its backers, including farm organizations, 
agricultural suppliers and processors, general industrial 
manufacturers and distributors, professional trade and serv- 
ice organizations, the press, radio and television, agricul- 
tural educators, etc. 

To make the week official from the top down, the Presi- 
dent put the country's stamp of approval upon it by way of 
his formal proclamation.

The overall program of 
activities promises to again be extremely variable. 

Through these varied activities, sponsored by groups 
from city and farm and participated in by individuals from 
Wall Street to Grinders Switch, there should be realized 
a much improved understanding and a fuller mutual ap- 
preciation between the rural and the urban. And that is 
sure to make for a happier relationship and for more soli- 
darity among all our American people. 

Jefferson Countians, living in the suburban areas 
should be fairly familiar with both city and country life. 
Nevertheless, we should be interested in seeing closer ties 
of friendship and understanding exist between our friends 
and acquaintances on both sides of the fence.

GERMANY RE-ENACTS A STORY 

West Germany is the leading industrial nation of Europe, 
the world's largest exporter of automobiles and is possessed 
of a currency so sound that she has served as a banker for 
two of the victorious nations of World War II— Great Brit- 
ain and France. 

East Germany, under the iron-bound control of Com- 
munism still lies in ruin, hunger and poverty, although Ger- 
mans with the same skills and abilities to work hard live 
there. 

The key point accounting for this difference is that for 
the past nine years West Germany has followed an aggres- 
sive free-enterprise policy and taken advantage of the tre- 
mendous constructive force of privat initiative backed by 
the assurance of profit from successful ventures. Timed to 
come at approximately the same period as drastic currency 
reform, nearly all the rationing and myriad government 
controls which had shackled the West Germany economy 
were lifted at one stroke in mid-1948. In the words of U. S. 
News & World Report: "The combination worked wonders 
from the start. There was an immediate surge in business 
activity. Overnight, empty shops were filled with com- 
modities that before had been hoarded or hidden for barter 
deals. Money once again had meaning. A free market 
guided prices to more realistic levels. Debts had been re- 
duced by 90 per cent. A policv of sound money received 
priority." 

The'eontrast between conditions in East and West Ger- 
many could hardly be more startling. In capsule form, 
with a new setting and different characters, th.s divided 
country has in a few years time, re-enac'.eri the story of 
America's development as contrasted with the countries of 
the old world. The-story of the two Germanies proves once 
again that with suitable ground rules everyone benefits 
most when individuals are allowed the freedom, opportun- 
ity and incentive to work out their own problems. — Aus- 
tin (Minn.) Herald.

BUY-NOTES on FOOD

"This little pig went to market" 
—yes, this little pog went to mar- 
ket, the middle-sized pig and the 

big pig went, too. In fact, so many 
pigs have gone to market this fall 
that good fresh park is plentiful 
There are usually two peak 
seasons for pork, one in the spring 
and one in the fall. The pigs born 
in the fall go to market in the 
spring and springs pigs are ready 
for slaughter in the fall and win- 
ter months. It takes six to seven 



months for pigs to mature suf- 
ficiently to be marketed. All 
pork is comparatively young 
when slaughtered — probably 
never more than about three years 
old. Ususally the spring crop is 
much larger than the fall that 
is why greater numbers go to the 
market in the fall and winter. 
Soon after large numbers of hogs 
are marketed, pork begins to show 
in the retail market at favorable 
prices. 



The wise shopper watches for 
the reduction in price of pork 
and takes advantage of it, budget 
wise and nutrition wise. It is a 
good shopping practice before 
buying to compare prices of var- 
ious cuts of pork; consider how 
to prepare, and the family needs. 
In selecting pork look for meat 
that is firm, lean and grayish- 
pink in color. The fat on the out- 
side should be firm and white, 
and bones should have a reddish 
color when quality of fresh pork 
is good. 

Generally two forms of pork 
are found for consumer use — 
fresh pork, or cured and smoked 
pork. Curing is accomplished with 
salt, sugar and nitrates. Salt pre- 
serves; sugar improves flavor and 
texture and adds some preserva- 



tive effect; the nitrates fix the 
red color of the lean meat; smoke 
gives color and flavor and also 
acts as additional preservative. 
About half the pork sold to con- 
sumers is cured. 

At the slaughtering seasons, 
such as now, and for approxi- 
mately two months longer, prob- 
ably the price of fresh pork will 
be more attractive. Cured pork 
may be better buys than fresh 
pork when the supply is not at 
peak. The price of fresh pork fluc- 
uates more than does the price of 
cured pork during the year. 

To store fresh pork, wrap it 
loosely in wax paper and store 
near the freezing unit in the re- 
frigerator. It can be kept success- 
fully four or five days. Cured 
pork can be kept for a longer 



and may be tightly 
When frozen, pork should be 
kept at zero (0°) and can be held 
three or four months. 

All cuts of pork should be 
cooked to the well-done stage. A 
meat thermometer is the most re- 
liable test for thorough roasting 
or baking. If a meat thermometer 
is not used, it is a good idea to 
make a small cut or opening near 
the center or near bones, to see 
that the color of fresh pork has 
turned from pink to gray before 
removing from the oven. 



The earlier a case of tubercu-
